14. (Previously presented) A method of insulating a rocket motor comprising: 
producing an insulation material comprising a low-density ethylene propylene diene monomer 

polymer, at least one flame retardant, sulfur, polyvinylchloride fibers having a density of 
1.38 g/cc, and at least one additive selected from the group consisting of at least one 
antioxidant, at least one cure accelerator, at least one cure activator, at least one tackifier, 
and at least one plasticizer; and 
applying the insulation material to an inner surface of a case of a rocket motor. 

15. -19. (Cancelled) 

20. (Original) The method of claim 14, further comprising: 

curing the insulation material to form an insulation layer positioned between the inner surface of 
the case of the rocket motor and a propellant. 

21. -24. (Cancelled) 
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25. (Previously presented) A rocket motor, comprising: 

an insulation material disposed between an inner surface of a case of a rocket motor and a 

propellant, the insulation material comprising a low-density ethylene propylene diene 
monomer polymer, at least one flame retardant, sulfur, polyvinyl chloride fibers having a 
density of 1.38 g/cc, and at least one additive selected from the group consisting of at 
least one antioxidant, at least one cure accelerator, at least one cure activator, at least one 
tackifier, and at least one plasticizer.

28. (Previously presented) The rocket motor of claim 25, wherein the polyvinyl 
chloride fibers are dispersed randomly in the insulation material. 

29. (Previously presented) The rocket motor of claim 25, further comprising carbon 

fibers. 
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
